gists, braved the danger last'night of 
facing an army'of women who want 
the ballot, had the courage to confess 
his opinion and was hissed. 
" 


President Taft liad 
frankly 
told 


thejn that he' was not altogether In 
sympathy with the :suffragist move- 
ment and was explaining why he could 
not subscribe fully to Its principles. 
He said HeHhought one of the dangers 
of suffrage for. women was that women 
as a'wholeVwere not;intgrested: In It, 
and that the power of tjie ballot, as 
far ag woman was concerned, would 
be controlled by the "less desirable 
class." 


.JWhen these words fell 
from 
the 


president's'-lips the walls-of the con- 
vention hall echoed a chorus of fem- 
inine hisses. It was nd'feebje deihou- 
stratlon: of protest, - The combined 
hisses sounded as |f a valve on a 
steam engine had broken. 
', President T*ft stood unmoved on the 
platform during the demonstration of 
hostility 
and 
then, 
smilingly, 


answered the 
unfavorable greeting 


with this retort: ' 
; 


"Now, my dear )adies, you must 


show yourselves capable of suffrage 
by exercising that degree of restraint 
which Is necessary In the conduct of 
government affairs by not hissing." 


The women who had hissed were 


rebuked. 
The president's reply ap- 


parently took Instant effect. 
There 


were no more hisses while the presi- 
dent continued bis address, which he 
characterized as "my'confession," on 
the woman suffrage question, At the 
conclusion of his talk he was en- 
thusiastically applauded . 


"Vi.en I,was 16 years old and was 


graduated from .the Woodward high 
school In CIncimiaU, I took for my 
gfftduatlon'siibject 'Woman Suffrage,' 
and at that time I-was as strongman 
advocate of (wbman suffrage an any 
delegate to this convention. 
I had 


read much on woman suffrage and my 
father was a suffragist." 


The women cheered'the president at 


this point In his address. The hall was 
a mass of waving handkerchiefs, but 
the waving ceased abruptly when the 
president, resuming, said with em- 
phasis: !

"So, at that time I was orthodox 


(accepting 'that time') but the actual 
experience which I have had have 
modified my views of this subject 
somewhat. 
In the .first place the 


proper Kepubllcan government we ap- 
prove and support because, on the 
whole; svery Intelligent class—that 
is, every set of Individuals similarly 
situated In a community, intelligent 
enough to know what their interests 
are—Is better qualified to determine 
how those interests shall be cared for 
and preserved than any other class, 
however altruistic.' 


"Rut 
I call attention to two -quali- 


fications In that statement. 
The first 


Is'that the class must be Intelligent 
enough to know their own Interests. 
The theory that the Hottentot or any 
uneducated class Is fitted for self- 
government I wholly dissent 
from. 


But that is not applicable to this sit- 
uation tonight."

to prevent Quebec from prohibiting 
the exportation of pulp wood from the 
crown lands of that province to the 
United States. All of the work ac- 
complished for reciprocity by Secre- 
tary of State Knox and Minister'of 
Finance Fielding has been 
swept 


away. When the state department 
learned of the intention of the Quebec 
council it was greatly surprised. 


No official advice has been receiv- 


ed.. .It was 
authoritatively 
stated, 


however, that the action of Quebec 
'might net back the good that was 
accomplished by tho closer • friendly 
relations into which the governments 
of the United States and the domin- 
ion have recently been brought." 


The dominion government is power- 


less to prevent Quebec from carry- 
Ing out its announced program. There 
Is no talk of a reprisal by the United 
Slates at the state department, but 
reprisal 
is possible. 
The United 


States can break the agreement to 
give Canada the minimum rates of 
the Payne Tariff law, but it must give 
ninety days' notice before doing so. 
Such a move by the United States 
would call down the wrath of many 
Americans whose united 
Insistence 


that the maximum rates be not ap 
piled to Canada brought about the 
the agreement which was ratified dur- 
ing the last days of Marth.
